= Chis case came before the Court below on 
a certiorari from the County Court ef Dough- 
erty county, alleging errors committed by the 
County Court on the trial of an accusation 
against the plaintiff in error for employing 
the servants of another in violation of the 
4423th section of the Code. The Superior 
Court affirmed the j t of the County 
Court which is assigned for error here. There 
was a motion made in the County Court to 
quash the written accusation against the 
defendant, on the ground that he was ac- 
cused and charged with employing the ser- 
vants of another by an agent without alleg- 
ing the name of the agent, and knowing said 
servants to be inthe employ of the “estate 
of Davis Pace” without alleging the name of 
any person who had employed said servants 
on the Davis I ace estate. The offense con- 
sists in any person employing the servants of 
another, either by himecif or at, during 
the term for which he, she or they may be 
employed, knowing that such servant was 80 
emp ed and that his term of service has 
not ‘expired. ‘The. estate of Davia Pace 
could not have employed the servants, and if 
any person had employed them to work.on 
that estate the name of such per- 
son should have been alleged. If 
the defendant employed the servants 
by an agent, the nante of the »gent should 
also be alleged. In our judgment, it was 
error in the County Courtin overruling the 
motion .to quash the written accusation 
against the defendant, and that the Superior 
Court should aera pores the certiorari 
uponsihat ground o eged error.
